790 numbers out of the total of about 3,000 for this district represent 
registrants who live in Palm Springs. 


FAIR PROCEEDING 


For every number listed in the lottery drawing, there will be one 
registrant in each of the 6,500 districts, except that som e districts 
w ill have their highest number ranging from about 2,500 to 3,500, and 
accordingly when higher numbers appear in the lottery drawing, 
only those districts with these higher numbers w ill have registrants 
w ith such numbers. The entire proceeding is entirely fair, equitable 
and consistent, Williams pointed out. 
In all probability the first 300 numbers drawn in the lottery will 
be sufficient xo provide all of the men needed for the next four 
months, Williams states, with allowance made for a great many who, 
tor specified reasons will be deferred or exempt. In other words, for 
the present, there is no occasion for becoming interested in more than 
about 300 of the first numbers drawn in the lottery. As a matter of 
fact, some tim e must elapse before any of the questionnaires are 
mailed to registrants, informs Williams. 


PLENTY OF TIME 


Then five days will be allowed for returning them. Then they 
must be classified as to eligibility; then those in Class 1 (the most 
eligible) must be examined physically.

Next Tuesday will be one oí 
the most importan! elections in 
the history of this country. I shall 
cast my vote for Wendell L. Will- 
kie. Why? Because he is a suc­ 
cessful business man. and I am 
convinced this country needs a 
government during these critical 
days that has the confidence of 
business and industry, not solely 
for the benefit of the business 
men themselves, but for the sake 
of the working people who should 
have jobs instead of the dole. It 
has been charged that industry 
is not cooperating with the gov­ 
ernment. Business men and in­ 
dustrial leaders have declared 
they have been so hamstrung by 
the New Deal administration that 
they cannot function as they 
would like to function. Be that 
as it may, it seems that business 
is afraid of the New Deal, and 
that situation should be reme­ 
died, for the sake of all the peo­ 
ple.The task of quickly developing 
adequate national defense is a 
¡ob for industry, and proven suc­ 
cessful industrialists 
therefore 
should have charge. Of course, 
there ^re many who say the gov­ 
ernment can do the job by con- 
icriplirsg money and industry. 
That nVny work if we want to go 
till the way as they have done in 
the totalitarian countries of Eu­ 
rope. Surely, no one wants that 
to happen here. This country was 
built and has prospered u n d e r 
free enterprise, and this Amer­ 
ican way should be maintained. 
It has heen estimated that from 
90 to 95 percent of the newspa­ 
pers Of the country are support­ 


ing the candidacy of Wendell 
Willkie. Edward J. Flynn, chair­ 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee, has charged that the 
newspapers are controlled by 
their advertisers and therefore 
they are opposing President 
Roosevelt. There is ample evi­ 
dence that Mr. Flynn's statement 
is false. It should be remembered 
the advertisers of the country are 
business men and employers of 
labor. Even if Mr. Flynn's state­ 
ment should be true, it would 
mean that from 90 to 95 percent 
of the business men of the coun­ 
try don't want Franklin Roose­ 
velt as President, and if that is 
the case. I don't believe he should 
remain in office. Furthermore, I 
refuse to believe that 90 percent 
of the newspaper editors and 
publishers are not interested in 
the welfare of the common peo­ 
ple, because they are of the com­ 
mon people. 
Then there is the matter of the 
third term. Mr. Roosevelt has 
more power than any peace-time 
president has ever had. It is play­ 
ing with fire to keep a man with 
so much power at the head of a 
Democratic government, too long. 
We must not forcel that both Hit­ 
ler and Mussolini did not become 
dictators until they had been 
elected the third lime, and that 
each dictator of Europe was given 
dictatorial powers because he had 
given labor and the so-called for­ 
gotten men 
everything 
they 
asked. How are these same peo­ 
ple faring now? 
I believe the election of Wen­ 
dell Willkie will bring capital out 
of hiding and will result in busi­ 
ness and agricultural expansion 
throughout the country. It will 
mean jobs to lake the place of 
relief. He has promised that no 
one will be taken off relief until 
he has a job. He has also prom­ 
ised that the efficient people in 
the various governmental depart­ 
ments will be retained on their 
jobs so as not to disrupt the conti­ 
nuity of governmental activity. It 
is said that such great American 
diplomats as Cordell Hull will re-

President Roosevelt has spon 
sored some very good legislation, 
which should be appreciated by 
all of us.

Mr. Willkie 
has enumerated most of the good 
legislation that has been enacted 
these past 7*/a years and said he 
will not attempt to have such leg­ 
islation repealed. Thai is an indi­ 
cation of greatness. 
These are only a few of the 
reasons why I shall vote for 
Wendell Willkie. It is the duty of 
every citizen lo carefully weigh 
the issues on each side, and lhen 
to vole according to the dictates 
of his conscience. Then, when the 
election is over, we, as l o y a l 
Americans, should support the 
winner and work together for the 
best interests of the country. The 
individual who does not vote will 
have no right to complain if the 
election does not result as he had 
wished.
